Of the Commission Presented 
to Parliament. 



The Tiines' Parnell Letter was a

The Clnti-na-Unol Engaged in 1'rumetisg 
the use of Dynamite for Destruction 
of Life and Property. 



London, Fob. 13. — The report of the 
Parnell spocial commission picsented to 
parliament to-day finds that somo mem- 
bers of the House of Commons were not 

members of the conspiracy to establish 
the absolute independence of Ireland; 
but that some of them, together with 
Michael Davitt, joined the Land League 
With tho intention of accomplishing by 
its means the Independence of Ireland 
as a Beparais nation, ' .it coinnii.j. 
sion regards Parnell and the other ac- 
cused members of insincerity in their 
denunciation of the Phuinix Park mur- 
derers, and finds that the fac simile 
letter published in tlic Times, upon 
which this charge was childly based, as 
against Parnell, was a forgery. The 
respondents did not directly incite 
crime except intimidation, which did in- 
cite with tlie result that the crimes and 
outrages were committed by t hose incited. 
Tlie commission also finds that the re- 
spondents defended agrarian prisoners, 
but tlio charge was not proved that they 
were intimate with the criminals or that 
I ii-.y helped such persons to escape jus- 
tice. It further finds that the respond- 
ents

■ 1 and accepted subscriptions from, 
I '..trick Ford, an advocate of crime in 
1 iu use of dynamite, but it is not proved 
that they were aware thai the Clan-na- 
tiael controlled tlio land league or was 
collecting money for parliamentary 
funds. It is proved, however, that tlio 
respondents gave assistance of physical 
force to the party in America, and that 
in order to obtain that assistance they 
abstained from repudiating or condemn- 
ing the action of that party. In re- 

furd to the specific charges against 
'aruell, the report says the charge that 
at the time of the Kihnuinliaui negotia- 
tions Parnell knew that Sheridan and 
Roynton were organiznting outrages, 
was not proved, nor is there any found- 
ation for the allegations that lie was in- 
timate with the Invincible* or their 
plaus, or recognized 

THK I'HiKNIX PARK M0BDERS 
as their handiwork. The commission 
also fails to find that Parnell sent Hryne 
a remittance to enable him to escape to 
France. Thu judges find that Davitt 
was a Fenian, and that be received 
nioney from the "Skirmishing Fund" 
for outrage.*, which money was not 
for the formation of the league, 
but for the promotion of an agi- 
tation leading up to it. Davitt 
wus mainly instrumental in bringing 
about tho ulliauce of the party of 
violence in America with tho Parnell 
party in America. The report reviews 
the history of the league, and declares 
that the leaders combined to injure the 
landlords and drive them out of the 
country by means of a system of boy- 
cotting, thereby being guilty of crimin- 
al conspiracy. Touching the contradic- 
tory evidence of 

1.E OAKON AKD PARNELL 

Over their interviews iu the corridor 
of the House of Commons in 1881, the 
commission holds that the balance of 
probability was in favor of the accuracy 
of Le Caron. It was clear lhat Le 
Caron wrote (o Devoy to coino to 
Europe and see Parnell and Egan. 
Parnell denies that he told Le Caron 
that he had long ceased to beliovo in 
anything but the force of arms as a re- 
lief for Ireland, basing his denial 
on the fact that ho never thought so. 
It was impossible that in conversation 
with tha supposed resohitionist Parnell 
expressed liimsolf in such a manner as 
to leave tho impression that lie agreed 
with those who favored the resolutions. 
The Ameriean conventions are quoted 
a« proving tlie identity ot the sympathy 
and sentiments of the Irish leaguers 
with the physical force party. Tlie umss 
of evidence proved that that league in 
America since 1HS3 has been directed by 
the Clan-na-GAel, and lus been actively 
engaged in promoting tho use of dyna- 
mite for the destruction of life and pro- 
perty in England. It is not 
proved, however, that Parnell knew 
the position of the Clan-na-Gael. 

PRESS COMMENTS. 
London, Feb. 13.— Tha Daily N'ews 
says the report of the Parnell commis- 
Hiou has vindicated at once the charac- 
ter of the Irish leaders and the istegrity 
of the English bench. The upright 
judges, whose prejudices, if they exist ut 
all, are against homo rule, have cleared 
publicly an ugly cloud. The Post con- 
gratulates Parnell, who wat immediate- 
ly the victim of gross injustice It re- 
mains for the Iirilisli electorate to esti- 
mate alike tlie acquittal of Parnell and 
the condemnation of Davitt, though 
honor is due to Dn.itt as the chief do 

nunoiator of crime and outruce, Tho 

Telegraph is unable to suy that tlio long 
aud costly trial has borne very valuable 
fruit.

Serious Train Collision.

London, Fob. 13.— The address in re- 
ply to the Queen's speech being moved, 
Mr. Gladstone said that he regretted 
that England had conio in conflict with 
her old ally, Portugal, hut it was bet- 
ter that action should be prompt. 
( Hailstone congratulated the government 
on tho amicable and satisfactory arrange- 
ment of the Samoau dispute, and 
trusted that the government would not 
an ffbr tho Porto to gloat over the facts 
of the persecution of the Christians in 
('rote aud the outrages in Armenia. Hu 
was gratified at the government's ad- 
mission that crime and outrage had 
greatly decreased in Ireland, but denied 
that the diminution of violence 
and the increase of prosperity were 
due to the operation of tho coercion 
policy of the Government. On the con- 
trary, the betterment of Ireland's con- 
dition was due chiefly to the improved 
statu of agriculture. He hoped that the 
Local Government Bill would be con- 
ceived in a liberal spirit. If the pro- 
posals were niggardly they would mere- 
ly produce new materials for agitation. 

Hon. W. H. Smith said the Govern* 
nient would exert its influence iu favor 
of justice to the Cretans and Armenians, 
The Irish Local Government Bill, he 
said, would be drawn up ou the lines of 
existing legislation tor Euglalld and 
Scotland, with especial adaptation to 
the varying conditions. (Hear, hear, 
from Government benches.) He was 
quite Bure that the bill would not be 
found too narrow. 

THE NEWFOUNDLAND VI9HERIK3. 

London, Feb. 13. — Iu the House of 
Commons this evening, Sir James Fer- 
guson, Under Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs, statod that tho government wus 
conducting negotiations with Franco 
tending to settle the existing dispute in 
regard to the Newfoundland fisheries. 
If uo conclusion should be reached 
within a reasonable timo a modus vivendi 
would be arrangud for ono year, pond 
ing further consideration of the matter.

Tho debate on the address iu reply to 
the Queen's speech was then resumed. 

Labouchere said he had uo reason to 
dissent from the government's course in 
the Portugal dilliculty, holding that in 
the circumstances an arbitrary course 
wus the only possible way to deal with 
the Lisbon government. He sharply at- 
tacked the concession granted through 
the Dukes of Fife and Abercorn to the 
British South African company, and ox- 
pressed his inability to see that those 
gentlemen had any right to charge roy- 
alties on the mines in Africa.

"Faust" Most ArtiBtlcally. 

"I know not, dearest, when thy face I see. 

w hut doth my spirit to thy will coustraiu; 
Already I have done so much for thee, 

That scarcely more to do doth now r«. 
main.'' Goethe's "Faust." 

The Oregonian devotes considerable 
space to the opening performance of the 
liniina Juch Opera, Company at Port- 
land on Monday night lust. Iu its 
lengthy criticism the Oregonian says : 

There is a charm about Gounod's 
opera of "Faust" that seemingly will 
never wane. Besides the sad and ap- 
pealing story of the libretto, the music 
itself is of that dreamy, sensuous char- 
acter that appeals strongly to tho ad- 
miration of most lovers of music. 
( jThe role of Marguerite, to the as- 
pirant for grand opera honors, is like 
that of Juliet to the would-bo dramatic 
artiste. All want to essay it. Few, 
however, reach to the point of por- 
traynl, either dramatically or vocally, 
which the role demands. Among thoso 
few none, perhaps, so truly realizes the 
ideal of the master us does Miss Juch. 
She has the physical attributes which 
aid her greatly in her work— flaxen 
hair, the teutonic mould of features and 
a soft blue eye capable of a world of ex- 
pression. She shows, too, in her con- 
ception and execution of the role an in- 
telligent idea of its demands, whioh 
many singers have failed to exhibit. 
The great Christine Nielsen was an 
ideal Marguerite, but she wus cold. 
Lucca erred to the other extreme, while 
Kellogg never did have any idea of tho 
demands of the role. 

Miss Juch, however, impresses tha 
audltoi as she makes her first entrance, 
with prayer-book in hand, robed in a 
quiet dress of pure white, with eyes 
cast down and a beautiful modesty and 
simplicity of demeanor, us the simple 
German maiden whom Goethe had iii 
mind when he wrote his immortal poem, 
There is also the very embodiment of 
giiilelessness in the cadence of her voice 
as she repulses the advances of Faust. 
Her vocal work is not begun until she 
sings the "King of Thule" song, which 
she does in a most delightfully sugges- 
tive manner. Her voice is full of melo- 
dy, beautifully toned and handled with 
the skill of tho accomplished artist. In 
the "Jewel Song," its resources are still 
further taxed, but she is equal to tho 
difficult runs and trills and the continu. 
ous vocal strain, which makes the num. 
ber SO trying. Generous applause fol- 
lowed her rendering ot it. In the final 
duet, "The Hour is Late," she sang 
with an abandon and an artistic firo 
called for hy the situation. Her vocal 
and dramatic work also in tho trio at 
the end of tho piece was simply superb. 
Mr. Hudmondt's Faust was In general 
satisfactorily acted and sung, though 
there was a decided tendency to flat at 
times. His singing of "All Hail Lowly 
Dwelling" was a line vocal effort and 
warmly applauded. 

.Signer Tagliapietra, as Valentine, de- 
monstrated that he has not lost any of 
his vocal power und artistic method. Ho 
rendered the medallion song in a muii- 
nor worthy of him, and in the difficult 
number preceding tho death scene ho 
was dramstio in the extreme. 

Thu Mephlstopheles of Frunz Vrtta 

disclosed a basso voice of line volume 

and admirable tone. Ho Bang the "Calf 
of Gold" in an offuctivu style, but the 
serenade was even better sung. He 
nets thu part well; though rather in- 
clined to overact it.

has done, but for what he might, could, 
would or should have done. The Times 
now declares, iu effect, that it never 
said that the Government has trans- 
formed the Education Department into 
a political machine; that it never meant 
to convey the idea that the Min- 
ister of Education intimidated 
teachers and bullied trustees 
■ that it never tried to create the 
impression that tho Primier is 
autocrat iu the Department of Edt 
tion, and that teachers tremble before 
him for fear that ho should suspend 
them or cancel their certificates. W 
are greatly pleased to know this aud are 
sorry that it expressed itself so un- 
happily as to lead the readers of the 
Times to believe that it wished it to be 
understood chat the Premier was guilty 
of all these oliences, aud that he was 
playing the part of educational despot. 
The public know now that this was all a 
mistake, and tnat its diatribes against the 
Department of Education and a certain 
personage on whom it conferred the 
title of "Honest John," were not di- 
rected against the Premier, and if he 
or any one else thinks so he is in error. 

We confess that we were among the mul- 
titude who misunderstood t he utterance- 
of the Times on tho education question. 
We really believed that it was trying 
to bring the Premier and his government 
Into discredit byendeavoringto malto the 
people believe that they were treating 
those teachers who would not consent to 
become their humble and obedient ser- 
vants in matters political harshly and un- 
justly. The Times, however, tolls US that 
wo were wrong, and we would not for 
the world think of contradicting the 
Times in a matter in which it is neces- 
sarily the best judge. It has absolved 
the Premier and his colleagues, or 
rather, has declared that it did not in- 
tend to accuse them of wrong-doing 
with respect to their administration of 
the Education Department. We would 
bo very unreasonable if we wore not 
satisfied with this declaration, and vert 
impolite if we did nut express implicit 
belief in every word of our contempor- 
ary's 1 Beantation, 

The Leader of the Government's 
promptness in insisting upon th& en- 
quiry suggested by Mr. Semlin's motion, 
which he showed 110 groat zeal in bring- 
ing before the House, had of course 
nothing whatever to do with our con- 
temporary's very unexpected disavowal. 
Mr. Robson's action did uot "strike 
terror" into its heart. But tho train of 
thought it suggested evidently led the 
Times to see the necessity of correcting 
tho misunderstanding which its articles 
had caused. We infer from the article 
before us that it believes that the coron- 
pondence asked for, when it is luid 011 
tho table of the House, will, to use its 
own figure, lie "as straight as a string," 
end that it will prove that the Premier 
had not abut ed the powor vested in him. 
When this correspondence is "venti- 
lated in tho House" our contemporary 
seems to be convinced that there would 
not be found in it any evidence of 
"crookedness or bulldozing," and that 
it does not contain a word to sub- 
stantiate the accusation that "Honest 
John" ever "bulldozed a pedogOgUH or 
wheedled a trustee." Seeing that, the 



DISGUSTED WITH ITSELF. 

The Times lias expressed its desire 
to let the accusation which it has 
brought against the Attorney-General 
respecting the term "foreigner" drop, It 
has.it asserts, become n "chestnut." 
We have no doubt that like the demand 
which wo made for facts to substantiate 
its charges against the Education De- 
partment, it has heard more about it 
than itliked. The "iteration" had be- 
come "nauseating." The quiet but very 
severe rebuko administered to it by "A 
British Columbian" was a most unpleas- 
ant pill for it to swallow. I5ut would it 
tot have boon better if it had not un- 
lertaken to misrepresent the Attorney- 
General's language? Its trying to do 
o was a very mean, paltry piece of 
business, and wo arc not surprised 
.0 find that now, when it is 
n ought to see its very coutemptible con- 
luct in its true light, it feels somewhat 
ashamed and wants to hear nothing more 
djout the matter. The Opposition has 
•een most unfortunate in its attacks on 
ihe Government. In its attempts to 
bring the administration into disrepute 
it has only shown in a very conspicuous 
way how weak and dishonest it is. It 
now confesses that it had 110 grounds 
whatever for its violent assault on the 
Kduoational Department, and it finds 
that its attempt tu bring discredit upon 
tho Attorney-General is considered so 
Stupid and ut the same time so malig- 
nant that, for its own credit's sake, it iB 
only too glad to let it drop, If the or- 
gan would only try for a littlo whilo to 
be honest and fair and civil it would not, 
we think, be disappointed with the re- 
sult of tho experiment. 



Government it would have acted weak 
ly and unwisely. To have consented to 
an arbitration then would have been to 
condone tho offence that Major Pinto 
hud committed and to offer a premium 
on violence. Arbitration is pre- 
scribed by tho Act of the 
Berlin Conference as a preventive 
of warlike operations. If Portugal be- 
lieved that it had a valid claim to the 
land it invaded, it should have proposed 
arbitration before it attempted to en- 
force that claim by the last argument of 
kings. Having had reeourso to that 
argument it is only right thnt it should 
iie compelled to abide by the result. 

We are quite sure that if Portugal 
had defied any oilier European power in 
the same way as it defied Great Britain 
it would not have been treated with so 
much consideration. Lord SSulisbury 
was not peremptory until he was forced 
to demand an immediate answer from a 
shullling and prevaricating Government

TOO LATE FUR ARBITRATION. 

Soma American editors who have not 
taken the trouble to enquire into the 
matter represent Great Britain as hav- 
ing taken advantage of Portugal's weak- 
ness— as having acted the part of a 
bully and a bulldoier. There are others, 
more moderate, who believe that the 
British government ought to have re- 
ferred the questions in dispute between 
1 ireat Britain and Portugal to arbitra- 
tion. These critics seem to torget that 
Portugal was the aggressor iu this matter, 
that without giving warning of its in- 
tentions and without declaring war, it 
invaded territory under the protection 
of Great Britain and mowed down with 
gatling guns the natives who would not 
submit to its rule. What is any nation 
to do iu a case of this kind ? Is it not 
bound to repel force by force. Arbitra- 
tion is to be resorted to before force is 
used — to prevent the assertion of alleged 
1 ights by a resort to arms. Had the 
Portuguese before Major Serpa Pinto 
invaded Makololo offered to submit the 
claims of the two countries to sovereign- 
ty over this and the other territories 
in dispute, to arbitration, and had 
Great Britain declined tho offer, there 
would then be good reason to blame 
Lord Salisbury. But that is exactly 
what Serpa Pinto and the Portuguese 
authorities did not do. That otlicer was 
very busy for some mouths in collecting 
a force of some 4,000 men, giving out 
that ho merely intended to take his ex- 
pedition into the interior for scientific 
purposes. When he was prepared he 
began his journey. When he entered 
the Makololo country he threw ot! the 
mask and required the chiefs to submit 
to him and to acknowledge the 
sovereignty of Portugal. The mis- 
sionaries, whose advice wus asked, 
counselled the chiefs to submit to Serpa 
Pinto for the tinio, and some of them 
did so. But one of tho chiefs, Mhiuri, 
would not be restrained. He was de- 
termined to resist the invaders, anil he 
bitterly reproached the British, who had 
promised hini protection, with uot be- 
ing as good us their word. The patriotic 
savage was unsuccessful. His warriors 
were slaughtered and his villago was 
burned by the invaders. The prestige 
of Great Britain was destroyed in that 
part of Africa. The natives naturally be- 
lieved that Grout Britain did 
not protect them, because she 
was not able to do so. Another 
effect of Serpa Pinto's successful iuva- 
don was to endanger the lives of the 
missionaries, who ure stationed in con- 
siderable numbers in the country claim- 
ed by the Portuguese. The Rev. C- A. 
Sinythie, bishop of the Universities 
Mission, who had been in the country 
during Pinto's invasion, writing from 
Mozambique on December 5th, says : 

" The position bus now become ex- 
ceedingly critical, and the British resi- 
dents in the district who have sacrificed 
so many lives and spent so much money 
in the country, and have been for bo 
many years the only European residents, 
ire most anxiously waiting to hear what 
help Is to be given t hem from home, and 
how the assurances of the Government 
are to be regarded." 

Under these circumstances how -was 
the British Government to act? Was 
it to spend time in negotiations which 
would confirm tho natives of Africa in 
their opinion of their protector's power- 
lossness, and still further endanger the 
lives and the property of tho British 
residents; or should it insist upon the 
withdrawal of the Portuguese troops 
from Makololo and the Shire highlands 
and demand reparation for the injuries 
done to tho pTplo whom Great 
Britain had tnken under iu>r pro- 
tection ! It is very evident 
that prompt action was required. The 
Datives should bo made to know that 
Groat Brituin is powerful enough to 
protect them, and tho subjects of Queen 
Victoria who had taken up their abode 
among tho negro tribes should have 
reason to feel that thoy were snfe ns 
long as the Union Jack lloated over 
tliam. It would be time enough to talk 
about arbitration after Great Britain 
hud asserted her right, and tho country

Wo consider this an im- 
portant step in temperance reform, and 
it ii to be hoped that the women will 
uot be slow to make good usa of thoir 
newly acquired power.

Tho officers ooiniiiuntling the artillery 
and riflea at New Westminster huvo ap- 
plied for authority to carryoiit their an- 
nual drill during the coming winter. 

Tho headquarters batteries, British 
Columbia brigade garrison artillery, 
have completed their drill, and were in- 
spooled by me on the afternoon of the 
7 tii inst., and their appearance on par- 
ade, 'and drill generally, was extremely 
creditable, considering tho groat disad- 
vantage they labor under in not having 
a creditable drill shed, &c. Those bat- 
teries have all performed their gun 
practice in aocoi dance with orders for 
annual drill. Gun used, C4-pr., R. M. 
L. ; range, 1,350 yards — no longer ono 
available. .Scores were very good. The 
score sheets have been forwarded to the 
inspector of artillery. Inspection re- 
port forwarded herewith. 

These corps also furnished the guard 
of honor to Llis Excellency the (Jover- 
nor-( leueral un his arrival at Victoria, 
on the :ilst October last, and His Ex- 
cellency was pleased to express his ap- 
proval of the smart appearance of orli- 
oers and men. 

Master Gunner Cornish, R. C. A., has 
acted as instructor to these batteries, 
and credit is due to him for the careful 
manner in which they have been drilled 
unil turned out on parade. 

I would again strongly recommend n 
supply of rilled guns for tho battery at 
New Westminster. The artillery 
equipment of this battery i* now com- 
plete, and in very good order. Still, as 
the oldest battery in the district and 
one of the best, I think it due them 
that this change be made, the present; 
equipment being handed over to oi 
the new corps recommended. 

DRILL SEEDS. 
The drill sheds in the district aro not 
at all suited for the requirements of tho 
force, being too suiull, and in Victoria 
badly situated. 

BATTSKIE3, 
Batteries are in fairly good condition, 
and until work is commenced on the 
new forts for the defence of ISsquinialt, 
need only slight repairs from time to 
time, as may be necessary. 

MAGAZINES, 
Attention is again called to - tho 
absolute necessity of a now magazine for 
the storage of gunpowder and ammuni- 
tion. The present one is badly situated 
and a new one should, and I hope will, 
be built within the barrack enclosure. 



November last, who was good enough »o 
express himself much pleased with the 
appearance of tho Kattorv on parade, 
as well as vritb tho arrangements of (she 
barrack room, guard room, olfices, &c. , 
4c. 

His Excellency also, on the 4tli inst. , 
visited the Buttery at McCauloy Foint 
and tho new barraok huts, at Work 
Point. 

CONCUTDlMi Kg.MA.HKS. 
I deem it important, in conclusion, to 
point out that at the end of October, 
next year, tho period of engagement of 
57 men out of u total present strength 
of 7'iwill be completed, and on enquiry, 
only three of thorn have expressed their 
willingness to re-engage. 

As it is clearly proved, aftiy two 
yonr's trial that men cannot bo got upon 
this coast to fill tho ranks, something 
must bo done towards sending drafts 
from the Eastern Provinces. It would 
be bettor, if it is intended to maintain 
tho Battery, to send a draft .vow of 
enough to till vacancies — 28 in all — in 
order that thoy may be instructed anil 
qualified to become Non-Commissionod 
Officers, tho want of suitable men to 
till theso positions being, even now, 
much felt. Should nothing be done, 1 
may safoly say that on tho 1st of No- 
vember, noxt year, tho strength of "C " 
Flattery will be about 25 Non-Commis- 
sioned Oflioora and men, or only the 
fourth part of tho authorized establish- 
ment. 

1 wish to express my satisfaction with 
the way that the officers and non-com- 
missioned officers, generally, have 
carried on the duties during tho past 
year under circumstances most trying 
and discouraging.

Sir, — I have the honor to submit, for 
the information of the Major-General 
Commanding, thii my annual report on 
the state of "C" Battery, R. C. A., and 
Royal School of Artillery, under my 
command for the past year, and to again 
recommend for favorable consideration 
the various suggestions made by me in 
my last report, under tho following 
heads: — 

Present strength, 

Establishment, 

Barracks, 

Arms, accoutrements ami clothing, 

Hospital, 

Divine service, 

Status and discipline. 

Pay and allowance, 

Forage allowance, 

Artillery instruction. 

BAND. 

This is, considering the reduced num- 
bers at present, owing to casualties 
from discharge and desertion, in a very 
fair slate. It may, however, be expect- 
ed that unless a considerable draft of 
men is sent to us before long it will he 
necessary to break un the bund entirely, 
as it will be required to take up regular 
military duty, such as guards, etc. , in 
regular turn, owing to the want of duty 
men, 

OmCEHS' AND SKIUiEANTs' MESSES. 

These are still kept up and in u satis- 
factory state. The want of suitable 
mess premises for each is much fult, as 
the present quarters are poor in the ex- 
treme. The cost of messing is about one- 
third higher than in eastern stations. 

FORTS AND ARMAMENTS. 

These are now in want of certain 
small repairs, such as new platforms 
Find partially new revetments. 

Caretaker's quarters at Macauley 
Point and artillery aud shell htoro and 
magazine on Brother's Island aro re- 
quired. 

Magazine accommodation too small, 
unci store and side-arms incomplete. 

Many ai tides destroyed last year at 
Brother's Island not yet replaced. 

A boat is much needed, to enable 
visits to be made to Brother's Island. 

The annual allowance of tbree rounds 
per gun was lired from 7-inch guns; re- 
sults not satisfactory; 8-inch guns not 
Bred owing to want of sights. 

Two carriages for ti 1-pr. guns are re- 
quired. Naval slides for 7-inch aud 
H-iuch guns should be replaced by trav- 
ersing platforms. 

MAIN maoazins. 

This is situated in the public park, 
Victoria, and the municipal authorities 
are excavating the ground close to it for 
a nmnll pond. This will not tend to 
make it a suitable place for the storage 

of all of the gunpowder on charge. 

[t is time that steps were taken for 
the construction of a magazine in the 
new barracks, where the sentry nt tho 
main gate could overlook it. The 
present magazine is entirely without 
military protection. 

kifi.k PRACTICE. 

This i» being carried out under the 
su per vision of Major Peters (who is 

.•cry enthusiastic with regard to it), aud 
with good results. 

Tho practice last yoar was not com- 
pleted, owing to the dosing of the only 
available range, and it is only through 
the kindness of Mr. Henly, of Clover 
Point, that we are enabled to carry out 
the |»raotloe this year. If possible, a 
range should be purchased near tho new 
barracks, in order that no stoppage of 
this important part of A soldier's train- 
ing may occur.

LOST WITH ALL HANDS. 

Wvet:k of 8i Lumber Vessel on tho 
West Coast 



Not One of the Crew heft Alive to Tell 
the Story of the Wreck-West 
Coast News. 



Mr. J. L. Penney, of lirown & Pen- 
ney, arrived from the West Coast yes- 
terday afternoon, bringing news of tlio 
total loss of a lumber-laden vessel near 
Olayoquot and the drowning of all of 
tho crew. 

Mr. Penney left Olayoquot on Sunday 
morning for Nanaimo, via Alberui, iu 
company with Armstrong, the Alborili 
mail carrier. They found the snow on 
the summit, between Cameron Lake and 
Alberui, three feet deep, und had the 
greatest difficulty iu making the trip, 
Tho horses stumbled • and floundered 
through the soft snow, and were 
thoroughly done up and their feet bad- 
ly out when Nanaimo was reached 
■Wednesday. At Nanaimo Mr. Pen- 
ney took the train for Victoria, and 
upon his arrival in this city be kindly 
furnished Tim Colonist with the fol- 
lowing news : 

About two weeks ago, after one of the 
heavy galea which have prevailed on 
tho coast, Indians came to Messrs. 
lirown A Penney's store at Clayoquot, 
and reported that n ship laden with 
lumber had been lost on a reef south of 
Vargas Island, about five miles from 
the Clayoquot store. That from seven 
to eight thousand feet of lumber had 
come ashore, and that all bands on the 
vessel had been dro,vned. The Indians 
searched along the beach, but could find 
no bodies up to that time. The place 
where the vessel was wrecked is so 
rocky and exposed to the full sweep of 
tho wind and waves that she must have 
speedily gone to pieces after striking 
tlio reef. One of the masts with a 
mass of cordage was floating over 
the reef, held in placo by some of tho 
ropes being entangled in the rocks. 
With this/ exception and the large quan- 
tity of lumber strewn along the rocky 
beach, there was not the slightest trace 
of the unfortunate vessel or her crew, 
or anything to indicate her name or 
where she was bound for. One clue, 
and that a slight one, was found 
which may lead to the identification of 
the unhappy ship and her ill-fated erew. 
Tho Indians showed Mr. Penney 
a small leather pouch such as is com- 
monly worn by sailors, and which the 
natives said they found among the lum- 
ber on the beach; but most likely tho 
article was picked up in tho water in 
the vicinity of iho wreck. In the 
pouch wero several letters and dis- 
charges for onu Peterson, of Abo, Fin- 
land. The pouch uml its contents is 
now in the possession of Rev. Father 
Hcyneu, of Clayoquot, and if any fur- 
ther details of the wreck are discovered 
the news will be sent to Victoria at the 
earliest opportunity. 

SEALING NEWS. 

Mr. Penney reports that the sealing 
schooners .Sapphire and Beatrice wero 
at Ah-housit watting for their Indian 
crews, the weather being so rough tbut 
tlio natives refused to ship until milder 
weather set in. During a heavy blow 
the Sapphire dragged her anchors and 
fouled tno Beatrice, carrying away some 
of the hitter's head-gear, but inflicting 
no serious damage. 

Tho seals along the coast wero very 
plentiful, tho heavy weather being tho 
means of driving them close in-shore. 

Thu Barclay Sound Indians had 
secured about one hundred skins, but 
refused to part, with them, preferring to 
wait for higher prices. 

Mr. Penney and the mail carrier 
brought a heavy mail from the west 
coast settlements.

Mayor Grant informed the board 
that he had not yet seen Inspector 
Young in regard to the lire alarms de 
turned under the charge of undervalua- 
tion, nor did he consider that it would 
be necessary to see Mr. Young until 
some reply was received to the strong 
representations already made to Ottawa 
in the matter. 

NOT THKIIt BUSINESS, 

Aid. MoKillican reported that the 
scavengers were dumping offensive mat- 
ter on tho beach near the Ross Bay 
garbage wharf. They were outside of 
tho city limits, however, they were 
working for private individuals, and tho 
city hail no control over them in any 
way. lie had been informed that while 
the city had obtained permission to 
build the garbage wharf they had not 
received permission to dump refuse 
from it, and if dumping wos resumed 
action would bo taken against the cor- 
poration.
